TURKEY—TRADE AGREEMENT TO BE TERMINATED 


The reciprocal trade agreement concluded between the United States and Turkey in 
1939 will be terminated by mutual consent as of August 4, 1952. This action was taken 
im view of the fact that Turkey has become a Contracting Party to the General Agreement 
om Tariffs and ‘Trade to which the United States is also a Party. Since October 17, 1961 
when Turkey's accession became effective, the terms of the General Agreement have gov- 
efned trade relations between that country and the United States. Pursuant to United 
States policy of superseding existing bilateral agreements as countries parties thereto 
become Contracting Parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, steps for 
terminating the bilateral agreement were taken while Turkey was negotiating for acces- 
sion to the General Agreement. 

The termination of the 1939 agreement will cause no changes in tariff rates, 

rermination of the 1939 agreement was effected by an exchange of notes between the 
tWo wxovernments at Ankara. The notes were signed by both governments on July 5. The 
text of the notes will be published at a later date, 

A proclamation was signed by the President on July 18 terminating on August 4, 1962 
tWo presidential proclamations, dated April 5, 1939 and November 30, 1939, which pro- 
claimed the United States-Turkish trade agreement.

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History of the Virginia Conference 


N event of growing importance in the 
promotion of water-borne commerce 
is the Virginia Conference on World 

Trade. The fourth annual Conference of 
“Old Dominion” World Traders will be 
held at Roanoke, Va., September 22-23. 
Previous Conferences which have attracted 
an increasing number of participants from 
the mid-west and the mid-Atlantic Sea- 
board were held at Richmond (1949), Nor- 
folk (1950) and Old Point Comfort (1951). 

Actually the first Virginia Foreign Trade 
Conference was held under the auspices 
of the Virginia State Chamber of Com- 
merce at the old Chamberlin-Vanderbilt 
Hotel, Old Point Comfort Va., March 21- 
22, 1930. It took nineteen years for the 
idea to germinate. By that time, E. O. 
Jewell had been brought from New Or- 
leans to serve as director of the Norfolk 
Port Authority. William Holmes Davis 
and H. M. Thomason, both of Norfolk and 
prime movers and participants in the 1930 
Conference, suggested to Mr. Jewell that 
the Statewide Conference idea be revived. 
He brought the proposal to the attention 
of officers of the newly formed Export- 
Import Club of Richmond. They joined in 
urging the Virginia State Chamber of 
Commerce again to sponsor a Virginia Con- 
ference on World Trade in cooperation 
with other interested agencies and or- 
ganizations, 

At the Virginia Chamber the “revival- 
ists” found a sympathetic and experienced 
respondent in the person of Verbon E. 
Kemp, executive director of that organiza- 
tion since 1938. It was Mr. Kemp who in 
1931, as secretary of the Charlottesville, 
Va., Chamber of Commerce, conducted an 
“orchard to market” tour of the British 
fruit markets by Virginia horticulturists 
with a cargo of Virginia apples. After 
joining the staff of the Virginia State 
Chamber in 1935, he had continued his 
interest in the development of two-way 
world trade through the Virginia ports. 

Mr. Kemp with E. M. Parrish, Arthur 
T. Webster and C. Roy Mundee of the 
Richmond Export-Import Club and Mr. 
Jewell served as a committee on the Con- 
ference program. Other commercial organi- 
zations, governmental agencies and civic 
clubs were enrolled as co-sponsors. The 
first Conference was a one-day affair held 
in Richmond. The program featured a 
luncheon address by Henry J. Taylor, two 
outstanding panel discussions, and a ban- 
guet address by Paul G. Hoffman. More 
than 500 participants were registered at 
this 1949 Conference. 

Thus encouraged, the sponsors sched- 
uled a two-day Conference at Norfolk 
November 17-18, 1950. Again an outstand- 


ing program was offered and a record 
attendance was registered. Featured speak- 
ers included Hon. Herbert E. Gaston, 
President of the Export-Import Bank of 
Washington, His Excellency Dr. John 
Myun Chang, then the Korean Ambassa- 
dor, and George Wolf, President of U. S. 
Steel Export Corporation. A new feature 
was a preliminary program for students 
from the colleges of Virginia and adjacent 
states, as was a post-conference luncheon 
for women under the sponsorship of the 
Business and Professional Women’s Clubs 
of Virginia. 

The third Conference held at Old Point 
Comfort last year maintained the high 
standard of the preceding conclaves, both 
in excellence of the program and at- 
tenance. The Student Forum was incor- 
porated as a part of the main program 
and the good people of the lower Virginia 
Peninsula provided a barbecue and oyster 
roast with other entertainment to sup- 
plement the serious business of the occa- 
sion. Mr. Kemp displayed his versatility 
by serving as chef and dispenser of Vir- 
ginia ham and smoked turkey in his suite 
throughout the Conference. 

The fact that Messrs. Jewell, Kemp, 
Parrish and Webster continue to serve as 
the Program Committee guarantees that 
the fourth Virginia Conference to be held 
at Roanoke September 22-23, will merit 
attendance and participation by every 
World Trader in the Middle Atlantic and 
Midwestern areas. In fact, the Virginia 
folks cordially invite attendance by every- 
body in any way connected with water- 
borne commerce; manufacturers, shippers, 
brokers, transportation operators, forward- 
ers, warehousemen, importers, etc., regard- 
less of their residence or seat of opera- 
tions. They meet in September at an in- 
land city for the first time. Roanoke is 
the operating center of the Norfolk and 
Western Railway and is easily accessible 
to the near midwest and by air, rail or 
highway from the East. In the Hotel 
Roanoke, the Conference headquarters, it 
also offers the best in modern accommo- 
dations for conventions and conferences. 

Mr. Kemp promises round-the-clock ser- 
vice of Virginia delicacies at his informal 
hospitality headquarters and a Roanoke 
Committee has arranged for a buffet sup- 
per at Virginia’s famous Natural Bridge. 
Also indications point toward a discussion 
and speaking program to cover all up-to- 
the minute developments in World Trade 
and international affairs. Thus, the Vir- 
ginia Conference at Roanoke becomes a 
“must” on the calendar, September 22-23 
for every reader of this report.

AMBUKRG-AMERICAN Lime: The latest 

addition to this line’s fleet is the mod- 
ern cargo ship, M.S. Vulkan, whose equip- 
ment includes four deep tanks for vege- 
table oils, and special refrigerator cargo 
facilities. Listing its deadweight tonnage 
at 6,986, the vessel's overall length is 431 
feet, with 416,180 cubic feet of space. Elec- 
tric ventilation is provided in all the cargo 
space. As many as 12 passengers can be 
accommodated . 

Delta Lines: This wholly-owned subsid- 
iary of the Mississippi Shipping Company 
now lists its South American headquarters 
at Sao Paulo, Brazil. Sao Paulo was chosen 
to enable the latter firm to keep in close 
touch with Delta's operations in Brazil, 
Uruguay and Argentina.

PrP. & O. Steam Navigation Company: 
What's in a name? A small London River 
tugboat has given up its name to a newer 
and bigger ship. The sacrifice was made so 
that the company can christen its newest 
liner Areadia at the ship's launching next 
year in Scotland. P. & QO., incidentally, is 
represented in the United States by the 
Cunard Line, * 
Yamashita Steamship Co., Ltd.: The 
Abaunza Steamship Agency has been named 
Yamashita’s Gulf Agents, according to a 
recent announcement. The line's operations 
extend from the North and South Atlantic, 
Gulf and California ports all the way to the 

principal ports in Japan.

Central Barge Company: Approved by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission was the 
Merger of this company into the Mississippi 
Valley Barge Line Company. Central oper- 
its routes between Minneapolis-St 
and New Orleans on the Mississippi

Isbrandtsen Company: Coming upon the 
decision by the U. 8S. Supreme Court affirm- 
ing the judgment that holds the dual-rate 
Systems in the North Atlantic trades illegal, 
this line has recently called upon the Fed- 
@ral Maritime Board to order certain other 
specified conferences, homeward and out- 
bound, to cease using dual-rate systems, 
felt to be equally invalid with arbitrary 
spreads, or differentials, between the con- 


tract and non-contract rates. At present, 
the matter is still being reviewed.

Canadian Pacific: This line’s transpacific 
service is being re-established with the 
10,000 ton freighter Maplecove. As of the 
end of August, the vessel began its special- 
ized freight service between Vancouver and 
the ports of Tacoma, Seattle, Hong Kong, 
Cebu, Manila, Kobe and Yokohama. The 
freighter can attain a speed of 20 knots, 
claims CPR. a 

National Federation of American Ship- 
ping: According to a recent announcement, 
reduced demands for ships, due to declining 
foreign aid exports and the construction of 
just one merchant ship for private enter- 
prise, has reduced the country’s overall 
active cargo and passenger fleet by all of 
28%. This conclusion is based on observa- 
tions made on the state of shipping since 
the beginning of the year.

United Fruit Company: With a cargo of 
bananas from Central America, one of this 
line’s steamers was the first to dock at the 
world’s largest and newest banana unload- 
ing terminal. Located at Weehawken, New 
Jersey, the terminal takes up some 37 acres 
across the Hudson River from 42nd Street, 
Manhattan. Work was begun May 1, 1950, 
and completed in August, 1952. The terminal 
boasts some of the newest loading equip- 
ment to be found anywhere. 


Kerr Steamship Company: Arrangements 
have been made between Kerr and Louis 
Dreyfus and Company for a new regular 
service, to run monthly, from New Orleans 
and other U. S. Gulf ports down to South 
and East Africa. Starting this September, 
the new service goes under the name of 
Louis Dreyfus Lines. Kerr will act as gen- 
eral agents.

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Salute to 
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World Trade Conventions

N this age of dissention in which we 
| spend all our days, it is indeed heart- 

ening to know that there are people— 
a lot of people—who work together with 
great accord, who come together peaceably 
and, with the idea of mutual assistance, 
convene in Virginia, New York, Cali- 
fornia, Louisiana and a lot of states and 
places in between. These people come to- 
gether for a few days out of the year, 
have a good time together and get down 
to some serious talk. When at last they 
leave, they leave having accomplished 
something definite. Usually, they’ve clari- 
fied whatever issue had been pressing 
them, generally they’ve won some new 
friends, almost always they’ve started 
something that will bring about an im- 
provement in some field or direction. Cer- 
tainly they’ve exchanged ideas, weeded out 
the bad from the good, and have deter- 
mined on a suitable course of action. 

What more democratic way is there 
than that? What could be better? World 
Trade Conventions are a means of adding 
strength to the democratic form of gov- 
ernment. And strength is important. For 
today the United States is financing the 
world. Not onlv that, but it is also lead- 
ing the world in the fight against com- 
munism. In our role of leader, we cannot 
relax our vigilance either at home or 
abroad. We cannot at any time sell free- 
dom short. The risk is far too great. 

But how do Foreign Trade Conventions, 
someone might well ask, offset this risk? 
We can answer that best by citing seme 
examples. 

If special interests are marring the 
export-imnort trade, it is at conventions 
such as these that we can best discuss 
the issue. If these same interests, by 
hampering our foreign trade, damage our 
reputation with other nations. it is at 
these conventions that we can best frame 
a suitable course of action. For we all 
know the imnortance that foreign trade 
plays in the life of a nation, particularly 
a nation such as the United States that 
has stenned into the role of crusader and 
world leader. And we all know that while 
other affairs might throw foreign trade 
into the hackground with the men in 


Washington, it is our job to bring it back 
to the forefront and restore it to its 
proper place in our national—and inter- 
national affairs. And again it is at such 
conventions that we can best determine 
how to do this. ; 

World Trade Conventions are not static 
affairs that follow cut and dried rules and 
allow for no freedom of thought or action 
or even the inclusion of new ideas. World 
Trade Conventions are flexible and lively 
and imbued with the spirit of progress. 
They are always expanding their horizons. 
Not so long ago, it would have been heresy 
to talk about imports at an exporters’ con- 
vention, now it’s a matter of course. The 
two are inextricably mixed together, and 
dealt with as such when foreign traders 
meet. 

Despite the fun, and sometimes the 
horseplay, that naturally goes on at these 
conventions (and at all conventions), the 
serious business always receives its due 
attention. There are pageants and a lot of 
entertainment, but the important issues 
are not lost in the shuffle. There is good 
food to go with the clear thinking, and 
companionship to go with decision, but 
there isn’t a better method any place for 
keeping things in order. And there isn’t 
a better method either for getting so much 
done in so little time and with so much 
genuine pleasure for all. 

Foreign Trade Conventions are there- 
fore necessary to tne life of the nation. 
They act as purifying agents that keep 
the national blood lines clear and func- 
tioning properly. They exemplify the 
democratic way of life, which way of life 
has lead this nation to the role it now 
plays in trying to restore the world to 
peace, sanity and prosperity. Should the 
time come when such activities no longer 
come to pass, this nation, as we know it 
now, would no longer exist, and mankind 
everywhere would go back to swinging in 
the trees. 

So let us make certain that these con- 
ventions remain pnermanentlv fixed in the 
national life. Let us keep the attendance 
high, and increasingly higher in the years 
ahead. if we at all value our democratic 
way of life.

EXPORT SALES AND SALES FOR EXPORT 
t to the Defense Production Act of 1950, as amended, Executive Order 10161 
(15 5 _ 6105), A Economic Stabilisation Agency General Order No. 2 (16 F. R. 738), this 
Amendment 35 to Ceiling Price Regulation 30 is hereby issued. 

This Amendment to ¢ ‘eiling Price tegulation 30 is designed to call to the attention of 

sellers, who are subject to Ceiling Price Regulation 30 for their domestic sales, that they 
are subject to Ceiling Price Regulation 61 (Exports) for their export sales and sales for 
export 
” Se. tion 33 of Ceiling Price Regulation 30, which was issued on May 4, 1951, provided 
that sales in the export market by sellers subject to Ceiling Price tegulation 30 were 
governed by the provisions of Ceiling Price Regulation 30. On August 6, 1951, Ceiling 
Price Regulation 61 became effective. Its provisions, as set forth in section 2 of CPR 61, 
superseded those provisions of CPR 30 that applied to sales in the export market. Con- 
sequently, the export ceiling prices of commodities, covered by CPR 30 for their domestic 
sales, were to be determined under CPR 61. 

The purpose of this Amendment to Ceiling Price Regulation 30 is to change section 33 
so that it states expressly that sellers who determine their domestic price under CPR 30 
are subject to the provisions of CPR 61 for their export price 

In view of the clarifying nature of this amendment, special circumstances have ren- 
dered consultation with industry representatives, including trade association representa- 
tives, impracticable. 

Section 33 of Ceiling Price Regulation 30 is amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 33. Export sales and sales for export. Ceiling Price Regulation 61, issued on 
July 30, and effective on August 6, 1951, supersedes Ceiling Price Regulation 30 for export 
sales and sales for export Therefore, your ceiling prices for export sales and sales for 
export are determined under Ceiling Price Regulation 61. 

(Sec. 704, Stat. 816, as amended; 50 U. S.C. App. Supp. 2154.) 

Effective date. This Amendment 35 to Ceiling Price Regulation 30 is effective August 


1, 1952 
OPA CEILING PRICE REGULATIONS 


Up to the present time, the mandate of Congress in the Defense Production Act, as 
amended, that no regulation shall be issued or remain in force which denies wholesalers 
and retailers their customary percentage markup over costs in the period May 24 to June 
24, 1950, has not been implemented by the Office of Price Stabilization with respect to 
Ceiling Price Regulation 31, the import price regulation. It is expected, however, that the 
OPS will comply with this statutory provision, and that an amendment to CPR 31 will 
eventually be issued allowing importers who sell at wholesale a percentage markup similar 
to that now allowed to importers who sell at retail. 

The OPS has issued Amendment 12 to CPR 31, effective August 1, 1952. This amends 
gection 9 of the regulation relating to processing, and provides that processing under CPR 
81 includes. among other things, the grinding of imported or mixed domestic and imported 
Bpices, seeds, or herbs, and the shelling, roasting, or salting of imported nuts. In effect, 
this amendment makes clear that importers, grinders, or processors of these commodities 
Bhould operate under the provisions of CPR 31 They may continue to use the ceiling 
Prices they had in effect on July 31, 1952, for such commodities: but if they have not 
Previously filed lists of permitted markups under Section 6 of CPR 31, they must now 
Comply with Section 7(b) of the regulation before September 15, 1952, or before making 
@nv sales of the commodity, whichever occurs later. Simultaneously with this action, the 
OVS issued Amendment 53 to CPR 22 to exclude imported spices, seeds and herbs, and mixed 
@Gomestic and imported spices, seeds and herbs from the provisions of CPR 22; and Amend- 
Ment 5 to Revision 1 of General Overriding Regulation 7 to remove from price control 47 
Specified snices, seeds and herbs. provided that they are produced in the United States 
and are not imnorted or combined with imported spices, seeds and herbs

SURVEY OF UNITED STATES 
POLICIES—On July 13, 1952, the 
President asked the Public Advisory Board 
for Mutual Security to conduct a special 
survey of United States trade policies. This 
3oard was established by the Mutual Se- 
curity Act of 1951, and under the provisions 
of this Act, its twelve members have been 
appointed with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. The request for this survey is con- 
tained in identical letters which the Presi- 
dent sent to each member of the Board. In 
his letter, the President indicates that the 
main purpose of this study is the formula- 
tion of a course which the President and 
Congress should follow in our trade policy. 
The President is also asking the Board to 
consider that all aspects of our foreign trade 
policy are within the scope of this investiga- 
tion. Importers are glad to note that the 
3oard is specifically asked to consider (1) 
the expiration of the reciprocal trade agree- 
ments act on June 12, 1953; and (2) all im- 
port restrictions, including quotas and cus- 
toms procedures In view of the pigeon- 
holing of the customs simplification bill by 
the Senate Committee on Finance, it is hoped 
that the need for prompt customs simplifica- 
tion will be one of the items which the 
Board will include in its recommendations 
to the President and the Congress. 

In connection with this proposed survey, 
it is interesting to note that the President's 
International Materials Policy ae 
which was constituted on January 22, 195 
to study the materials problem of the 
United States and its relation to the free 
and friendly nations of the world, submitted 
to the President a five-volume report con- 
taining the results of its studies of this 
problem. The first volume of the report con- 
tains a detailed study of the present and 
long-range requirements of the United 
States for raw material of all kinds, and 
it shows that in the past decade, the United 
States has changed from a net exporter toa 
net importer of materials, and that this 
dependence on imports will grow in the 


the Commission points 
out that tariffs and excise taxes in the 
United States set up direct barriers to an 
important part of its supply of imported raw 
and processed materials. Its study has led 
the Commission to recommend permanent 
legislation empowering the elimination of 
duty when need for imports of a particular 
material becomes crucial; and a definite 
recommendation that the so-called Buy 
American Act and similar provisions of 
State and other Federal laws be repealed. 

Upon the receipt of this report, the Presi- 
dent asked the National Security Resources 
Board to organize a special task force re- 
cruited from various Government agencies 
to study the detailed recommendations of 
the Commission and to submit to the Presi- 
dent by September, 1952, suggestions for 
carrying them out. 


JAPAN—The U. S. Department of State 
has prepared a memorandum explaining the 
manner in which United States nationals 
can prepare and file claims under the new 
Japanese treaty for the return of property 
or for compensation for property lost in 
Japan during the war. Copies of this 
memorandum are being sent to those Ameri- 
can nationals who have already indicated to 
the Department of State a desire to file such 
applications or claims. American nationals 
who desire to file such applications or 
claims but who have not previously com- 
municated with the Department about this 
matter may obtain copies of the memoran- 
dum from the “Office of the Legal Adviser, 
Department of State, Washington 25, D. C. 
Under the treaty with Japan, which came 
into force April 28, 1952, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment is required to return to American 
nationals all property within the present 
territorial limits of Japan, or in cases where 
such property was within Japan on Decem- 
ber 7, 1941, and cannot be returned or has 
been damaged, to provide compensation for 
loss or damage sustained as a result of the 
war within Japan.

FOREIGN ASSETS CONTROL REGULA- 
TIONS—In connection with the entorcement 
of section 500,808 of its regulations, Foreign 
Assets Control of the U. S. Treasury Depart- 
ment has issued two lists: One, entitled 
Category 3, lists merchandise presumed to 
be of Communist Chinese origin when im- 
ported from any country except those 
specifically excluded; and the other, Cate- 
gory 4, lists merchandise presumed to be of 
Chinese origin if imported from or through 
Hong Kong, Macau, the Soviet Union, and 
its satellites. Commodities of Communist 
Chinese origin, or in which nationals of 
Communist China have an interest, cannot 
be entered for consumption into the United 
States without a license from Foreign As- 
sets Control. To get a license to enter 
merchandise listed on Categories 3 and 4, an 
importer must offer to F.A.C. evidence of a 
documentary nature proving beyond doubt 
that the items involved are not of Chinese 
origin. F.A.C. has indicated definitely that 
so-called self-serving documents, such as 
certificates of origin or of manufacture 
issued by the producer, or the exporter will 
not be accepted as proof of the non-Com- 
munist origin of goods offered for entry. 
Consequently, the presentation of docu- 
ments that would be acceptable to F.A.C. 
for this purpose has been presenting a 
problem to importers and to F.A.C. itself. 
To solve it, the National Council of Ameri- 
can Importers, a number of commodity or- 
ganizations in the import field, and many 
individual importers have suggested that 
F.A.C. send its own representatives to Hong 
Kong and wherever else it may be neces- 
sary, so that they can issue acceptable cer- 
tificates. Coming from its own representa- 
tives, such certificates would be satisfactory 
to F.A.C. 


DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED 
COMMODITIES 

FURS AND FUR PRODUCTS—Carrying 
out the provisions of the Fur Products 
Labeling Act (Public Law 110—-S2nd Con 
gress, approved August 8, 1951), the Federal 
Trade Commission has promulgated rules 
and regulations governing the sale, adver- 
tising for sale, or transportation and dis- 
tribution of furs and fur products. These 
rules and regulations are effective as of 
August 9, 1952. The general requirement is 
that domestic and imported furs and fur 
products must be labeled, invoiced, and ad- 
vertised in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Act, and of the rules, and regu 
lations issued by the Commission 

The fur names used on the required labels 
must be those set forth in the “Fur Prod- 
ucts Name Guide.” This Guide has been 
compiled by the Federal Trade Commission 
in accordance with the provisions of section 
7 of the Act, and lists the true English 
names of furs, which are the only ac- 
ceptable names for labeling purposes. The 
publication containing the rules and regula- 
tions also contains the “Fur Products Name 
Guide” and the full text of the Fur Prod- 
ucts Labeling Act. It may be obtained from 
the Federal Trade Commission, Washington 
25, D. C. 

In view of this Act, the Bureau of Cus- 
toms has issued T. D. 53064 which adds furs 
and fur products to section 8.13(i), Customs 
Regulations of 1943, listing merchandise for 
which additional information must be given 
on customs invoices In accordance with 
T. D. 53064, all customs invoices for furs 
and fur products filed on and after August 
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9, 1952, must contain, in addition to all other 
information required by law or regulation, 
the following information: The name of the 
fur set forth in the Fur Products Name 
Guide; the name and address of the manu- 
facturers of the fur product; the name of 
the country of origin of the furs or of the 
furs contained in the fur product; and if 
the fur product contains used, bleached, 
dyed, or artificially colored fur, or is com- 
posed in whole or in substantial part of 
paws, tails, bellies or waste fur the fact 
must be so stated on the invoice. 

In addition, T. D. 53v64 amends Part II 
of the Customs Regulations of 1943 to re- 
quire that fur products imported into the 
United States must be labeled in accordance 
with the Fur Products Labeling Act and 
with the rules and regulations promulgated 
under that Act by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, 


NATIONAL PRODUCTION AU THORITY— 
Effective July 23, 1952, the National Produc- 
tion Authority deleted a number of com- 
modities from its NPA Regulation 1, thus 
removing them trom all inventory controls. 
Among these commodities, which can now 
be returned to normal inventory practices, 
are a number of chemicals, antimony and 
antimony scrap, zinc, mica splittings, and 

Hessian in the piece. Effective on 
same day, the NPA revised its anti- 
hoarding regulation, Designation of Scarce 
Materials 1, to conform with amended NPA 
fegulation 1; and on August 1, 1952, it 
amended its NPA Order M-8 to allow private 
importation of tin, and the resale of im- 
ported tin without an allocation authoriza- 
tion, subject only to the requirement that 
receipts, shipments, and inventories be re- 
ported to NPA. In addition, tin continues 
under the inventory controls of NPA Regu- 
lation 1. 


RULES AFFECTING THE TRANSPORTATION OF EXPLOSIVES 
AND DANGEROUS ARTICLES 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
asked the Council to bring to the atten- 
tion of the import trade the rules and regu- 
lations which the Commission has promul- 
gated regarding the transportation of ex- 
plosives and dangerous articles, These 
regulations, which have been issued under 
the authority of various provisions in the 
Interstate Commerce Act, are tound in the 
Code of Federal Regulations, Title 49, Parts 
71-78. A copy of Parts 71-78 and further 
information may be obtained from any local 
office of the Interstate Commerce, or from 
the LC.C., Washington 25, D. C. 

When offered in the United States for 
domestic transportation by rail, rail ex- 
press, motor vehicle, or water, all the ar- 
ticles covered by these regulations must be 
packed, marked, and labeled in accordance 
with these regulations. Within the limits 
of a defined port area, however, the move- 


ment of these articles is governed by regu- 
lations issued by the S. Coast Guard. 
Importers affected are those offering for 
domestic transportation any of the articles 
listed in these rules, among which are cer- 
tain chemicals, explosives, pressurized 
flammable liquids, fireworks, fire crackers, 
ete. ‘he Commission reports that, appar- 
ently unaware of their existence, some im- 
porters are offering to railroads and to 
truckmen dangerous articles which are not 
packed, marked, or labeled to comply with 
these rules. 

The section of the Commission's rules 
which is of interest to importers is 73.9(a), 
which was amended on July 28, 1952, to 
read as follows: 

“Sec. 73.9 Import and export shipments. 
(a) Import shipments of explosives and other 
dangerous articles offered in the United States

BARBADOS—Effective July 21, 1952, service will be available for the acceptance of 
parcel post packages and articles in the Postal Union (regular) mails other than letters, 
letter packages, and post cards, for air dispatch to Barbados. 

TO GREAT BRITAIN AND NORTHERN IRELAND—The Postal Authorities of Great 
Britain still frequently report the seizure of insured parcels originating in this country, 
due to false declaration of contents. 

It is stated that under a concession which has been widely publicized abroad, gifts 
if well-worn discarded clothing, foodstuffs, consumable medical supplies and soap are 
idmitted free of customs charges and that the tendency by overseas senders to abuse this 
procedure by listing only these items in the declaration of contents and omitting other 
articles is viewed with concern It is also stated that the incorrect declaration of the 
ontents of postal packages involves a considerable risk of evasion of customs charges 
ind that the statutory penalty of confiscation is normally enforced in these cases with 
the object of keeping these irregularities in check. 

Under the terms of the convention governing the acceptance of the parcels for insur- 
ance, no indemnity will be paid in such instances, and no responsibility whatever can be 
undertaken 

FRENCH SETTLEMENTS IN INDIA—Fffective July 21, 1952, air parcel post service 
will be inaugurated to the French Settlements in India (Chandernagore, Karikal, Mahe, 
Pondichery and Yanaon). The postage rates applicable to air parcels for the French Set- 
tlements in India are $1.75 for the first 4 ounces or fraction and 90 cents for each addi- 
tional 4 ounces or fraction. The weight limit for air parcels is 22 pounds and they cannot 
be reristered or insured 

SAUDI ARABIA—The rates applicable to air parcel post for Saudi Arabia have been 
nereased and now are $1.60 for the first 4 ounces or fraction and 80 cents for each addi- 
tional 4 ounces or fraction

INVOICE LEGALIZATION REQUIREMENT EASED BY MEXICO 


The requirement that commercial invoices covering land and maritime shipments to 
Mexico be legalized by the Mexican Consulate nearest the point of origin may now be met 

a notarized declaration of the seller in lieu thereof, according to a decree published in 

Diario Oficial of July 17, 1952, and apparently effective therewith The actual seller 
must sign, before a notary pub lic at the place w here the invoice is issued, a sworn state- 
ment that the value and specifications contained in the invoice are true and correct. The 
decree also extends from May 31 to September 30, 1952, the period during which maritime 
shipments may arrive in Mexico without legalized invoices.

afe ‘figures of images of animate objects.’ 

The Court concluded that “It is not dis 
puted that the operators or drivers of the 
vehicles here represented are figures or 
images of animate and by then 
selves they would pro ‘ly be dutiable as

The figure of the 

inimate object in each article is not segre 
gable from the rest of the item, but each 
1 component part of the toy article 
consideration. Further, the portion é 
irticle representing the inanimate obje« 
onstitutes a substantial part of the item 
in question. One portion of the article con 
tributes as much to the completed article 
is the other. We hold, therefore, that the 
imported items, each an entity in itself, are 
something more than ‘figures or images of 
animate objects.’ Accordingly, they aré 
not dutiable at the modified under 
paragraph 1513 of the “Tariff t as 
laimed.” They are “properly dutiable at 
the rate of 70% ad valorem of the same 
paragraph of the act as toys, not specially 
provided for, as assessed.” (H Hudson 
Dobson, Milton Snedeker Corp. v United 
States, Protest 159660-K, decided June 8 
1952.

By virtue of the authority vested in the President by section 1 of the act of August 1, 
1914, 38 Stat. 623 (19 U. S. C. 2), and delegated to the Secretary of the Treasury by the 
President by Executive Order No. 10289, of September 17, 1951 (16 F. R. 6499), the following

INSTRUMENTS OF TITLE FOR VESSELS 





Page 1175 

In order to provide for a more expeditious and economical method of computing fees 
required tor recording certain instruments of title and related instruments under the Ship 
Mortgage Act, 1920, as amended (46 U. S. C. 911, et seq.), section 4.98 (g), Customs Regula- 
tions of 1943 (19 CFR 4.98 (g)), is amended to read as follows: 


(g) In computing the amounts to be collected under Fee 7—[T.D. 53050.] 


(1) The word “folio” shall mean 100 words, counting each figure as a word (R. S. 854). 
No charge shall be made for fractions of a folio. 

(2) When any instrument presented is not on an appropriate customs form, the 
number of folios shall be computed under the pertinent one of the following formulas: 

(i) Except as specified in subdivision (iii) of this subparagraph, if the instrument 
is of less than 20 pages, the total number of lines shall be determined; the number of 
words in 10 percent of the lines of each size and style of writing or printing (handwritten, 
pica typewritten, elite typewritten, printed, etc.; full measure, indented, etc.) shall be 
ounted, using lines of average length; the average number of words per line of each 
size and style of writing or printing shall be multiplied by the total number of lines of 
such size and style in order to arrive at the total number of words; and that total shall 
t divided by 10v in order to ascertain the total number of folios 

(ii) Except as specified in subdivision (iii) of this subparagraph, if the instrument 
is of 20 pages or more, the number of words on a representative sample of pages (10 
percent of the total, using pages of average width and length) shall be counted; the 
average number of words per page shall be multiplied by the number of pages in order 
to arrive at the total number of words; and that total shall be divided by 100 in order to 
iscertain the total number of folios 

(iii) If any such instrument contains a recitation or copy of a marine document of 
it vessel, whether reproduced by photostatic process or otherwise, the number of folios in 
such recitation or copy shall not be determined as specified in subdivision (i) or (ii) of 
this subparagraph, but instead each such recitation or copy shall be deemed to contain 
» tolios. The number of folios contained in such recitation or copies, determined in 
accordance with this subdivision, shall be added to the number of folios contained in the 
remainder of such instrument, ascertained in accordance with subdivision (i) or (ii) of 
this subparagraph, as the case may be, and the sum shall be the total number of folios 
in that instrument 

(3) When any instrument presented is on one of the following customs forms and 
contains only such written matter as is customarily used and necessary to complete and 
fill in the blanks on the form or when it contains such matter and other written matter 
interpolated or appended of less than 200 words, the number of folios in the instrument 
shall be deemed to be in accordance with the following schedule:

(4) When any such instrument is prepared on a customs form and contains such 
Written matter as is customarily used and necessary to complete and fill in the blanks 
on the form and other written matter interpolated or appended of 200 or more words, 
the number of folios in the instrument shall be computed on the basis of the above schedule 
for the printed forms, plus an additional amount for all the written matter other than 
such as is used and necessary to complete and fill in the blanks on the form in the cus- 
ftomary manner, which amount shall be computed as though that portion of the instru- 
ment were not on a customs form. 

(5) The number of folios in a certified copy of any instrument furnished under Fee 7 
Service (b), shall be computed in the same manner as in the case of the original, except 
that the number of folios in a certificate of discharge on customs Form 1363 shall be 
deemed to be 5, unless the form contains interpolated or appended written matter of 200 
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or more words in adddition to such written matter as is customarily used and necessary 
to complete and fill in the blanks on the form, in which case the tee shall be computed or 
the basis of a charge for 3 folios for the printed form, plus an additional amount for all the 
written matter other than such as is used and necessary to complete and fill in the bianks 
on the form in the customary manner, which amount shall be computed as though that 
portion of the instrument were not on a customs form 


DRAW BACK 


T. Lb. 51878, which amended to comply therewith all rates of drawback containing 
contrary instructions relating to the liquidation of drawback entries, states that duty is 
collected on the article which passes through customs, and not on the content thereof 
which only furnishes the measure for the duty, and that in all cases where a valuable 
waste or product is obtained in the manufacture of articles for exportation with benefit 
of drawback, the value of the waste or product shall be taken into consideration in the 
liquidation of the drawback entry, even though it is alleged that the waste or product 
results from a nondutiable element of the merchandise used. 

The United States Customs Court in the case of W, R. Grace and Co. v. United States 

1402, decided April 1, 1952) held that the provisions of paragraph 302 (c), Tariff 

1930, impose duty on the metallic tungsten contained in tungsten ore, i. e., on tung- 
sten in the form of ore, rather than on the ore itself, which the court referred to as being 
a complex or mixed ore containing tungsten ore and tin ore. 

Consequently, notwithstanding that from the use of the tungsten-tin ore in manu- 
facture there resulted two products, i. e., tungsten ore concentrate exported with benefit of 
drawback under the provisions of section 313 (a), Tariff Act of 1930, and tin ore concentraté 
in sustaining the protest the court stated that the drawback statute operates only of 
duty-paid imported merchandise; that the exported tungsten ore concentrate was the 
only article which was manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of 
the imported duty-paid tungsten content of the tungsten-tin ore; and that the collectos 
who had acted pursuant to T. D. 51878, erroneously considered the tin ore concentrate t® 
be a product resulting from the imported merchandise, and improperly distributed a por 
tion of the drawback to the tin ore concentrate. The collector was directed to reliquidaté 
the drawback entries and refund the full amount of the duties paid, less 1 per centum 
thereof, on the metallic tungsten content of the ore used in the manufacture or produé 
tion in the United States of the exported tungsten ore concentrate 

Drawback entries filed under any rate of drawback amended by T. D. 51878 shall be 
liquidated in conformity with the provisions of C. D. 1402 and the terms of the rate of 
drawback which relate to valuable waste. T. D. 51878, being superseded hereby, is revoke@ 

Rates of drawback in effect which were issued after, and in conformity with, T. DB 
51878, containing contrary instructions concerning liquidation of drawback entries, are 
hereby amended to comply herewith. [T.D. 53049.]

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LEAD SCRAP—PUBLIC LAW 535, 82d CONGRESS 


Pages 917 and 041 

There is quoted below for your information and guidance Public Law 535, 82d Con- 
gress, approved July 14, 1952, which extends Public Law 869 (T. D. 52656), as extended by 
Public Law 66 (T. D. 52771) to June 30, 1953. You will note that Public Law 535 is retro- 
active to July 1, 1952, and specifically excludes lead scrap. Accordingly, lead scrap entered 
for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption on or after July 1, 1952 
is no longer exempt from duty. . 

Your attention is also directed to the fact that while Public Law _ 535 specifically 
excludes lead scrap from Public Law 869, as extended, it does not exclude lead articles im- 
ported for use in remanufacture by melting under section 2 of Public Law 497, as amended, 
other than lead scrap. (C/L 2802.) 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA IN CONGRESS ASSEMBLED, That section 2 of the Act of 
September 30, 1950 (Public Law 869, Eighty-first Congress, ch. 1119, second session), is hereby 
amended by striking out “June 30, 1952” and inserting in lieu thereof “June 30, 1953”: PRO- 
VIDED, That this Act shall not apply to lead scrap. Approved July 14, 1952. (Public Law 535,

ZINC—DUTY SUSPENSION REVOKED 

There is published below for your information and guidance Presidential Proclamation 
2983 of July 23, 1952, which revokes the duty suspension on zinc products provided for in 
Public Law 258, 82d Congress (T. D. 52929).

There is published below for your information and guidance Public Law 391, 82nd 
G@oneress, approved June 12, 1952, which provides that the additional tax imposed by

@F produced from materials grown in, the Territory of the Pacific Islands.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in Congress 
a@membled, That section 2470 (a) (2) of the Internal Revenue Code (relating to the additional tax on 
d@mestic processing of coconut oil) is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“(9 


(2) Additional rate on coconut oil.—There shall be imposed (in addition to the tax imposed by the 
pieceding paragraph) a tax of 2 cents per pound, to be paid by the processor, upon the first domestic 
P¥ecessing of coconut oil or of any combination or mixture containing a substantial quantity of coconut 
off with respect to which oil there has been no previous first domestic processing. The additional tax 
imposed by this paragraph shall not apply when it is established, in accordance with regulations prescribed 
by the Secretary, that the coconut oil (whether or not contained in a combination or mixture) (A) is 
Wholly the production of the Philippine Islands, any possession of the United States, or the Susrtery of 
the Pacific Islands (hereinafter in this paragraph referred to as the “Trust Territory”), or (B) was 
pfeduced wholly from materials the growth or production of the Philippine Islands, any possession - the 
Upited States, or the Trust Territory: Provided, However, That such additional tax shall apply in respect 
of coconut oil (whether or not contained in a combination or mixture) so derived from the Trust 
Té@fritory, to such extent, and at such time after the date of the applicable proclamation, as the President, 
after taking into account the responsibilities of the United States with respect to the economy of the 

st Territory, shall hereafter determine and proclaim to be justified to prevent substantial injury or 
the threat thereof to the competitive trade of any country of the free world. The tax imposed by this 
paragraph shall not apply to any domestic processing after July 3, 1974.” 

Sec. 2. The amendment made by this Act shall be effective only after the day on which this Act is 
enacted. (Effective 6/12 52, Public Law 391, 82nd Congress.)

PROPOSED AND NEW CUSTOMS CLASSIFICATIONS 

Repliqued Articles—A repliqued article is one ornamented with a pattern cut at the 
end of the basic material forming the article and then turned over and stitched to the bods 
of the article thereby serving as a hem and also producing a highly decorative effect. The 
Bureau, by letter to the collector of customs, New York, New York, dated August 13, 1952 
ruled that repliqued articles are dutiable under paragraph 1529, Tariff Act of 1930, as 
modified, either as articles in part of trimmings, if the ornamented part, if separated, 
would be commercially known as a trimming; or, otherwise, as appliqued articles under 
the same paragraph 

This ruling will be effective as to such or similar merchandise entered for consump- 
tion or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after 30 days after the date of

Vecisions. 

Extracts of Chlorophyll—The Bureau of Customs has issued the notice required under 
section 16.lUa(d), Customs Regulations of 1943, to announce that it proposes to discontinue 
the uniform and established practice of classifying water soluble forms of chlorophyll, 
chlorophyllin, and similar merchandise under the provisions of paragraph 38 as extracts 
and preparations of vegetable origin used for dyeing, coloring, staining, or tanning, with 
duty at 7%% ad valorem. The Bureau states that information it has received indicates that 
such extracts of chlorophyll and extracts of chlorophyll derivatives are chiefly used for 
deodorizing and for medicinal purposes, and for this reason it appears probable that they 
are more properly classifiable under the provisions of paragraph 5 as chemical compounds. 
As such, they would be subject to duty at the rate of 12%% ad valorem. 

Dicalcium Phosphate—The Bureau of Customs has ruled in T. D. 53058 that all dicalcium 
phosphate is classifiable under the provisions of paragraph 5, Tariff Act of 1930, with duty 
at 12%% ad valorem. The new classification will apply to all dicalcium phosphate entered 
for consumption or withdrawn from bonded @arehouse for consumption on or after August 
31, 1952. This ruling changes the practice previously followed of admitting impure grades 
of dicalcium phosphate (precipitated bone meal) free of duty under paragraph 1685 as an 
ingredient chiefly used in the manufacture of fertilizer.
